That the hereinabove described 
property is hereby declared as a "Residentially Distressed 
Area" pursuant to I.C. 6.1.1-12.1,, said designation to 
begin on the effective date of this Resolution and continue 
for a two (2) year period. Said designation shall terminate 
at the end of that two (2) year period. 

SECTION 3. That, said designation of the 
hereinabove described property as a "Residentially 
Distressed Area" shall apply to a deduction of the assessed 
value of real estate improvements. 

SECTION 4. The current year approximate tax 
rates for taxing units within the City would be: 
(a) If the proposed project is not undertaken, the 
approximate current year tax rates for this site 
would be $7.595561/$100. 
(b) If the proposed project is undertaken and no 
deduction is granted, the approximate current year 
tax rate for the sit would be $7.595561/$100 (the 
change would be negligible). 
(c) If the proposed project is undertaken and a 
deduction of $8,000 is assumed, the approximate 
current year tax rate for the site would be 
$7.595561/$100 (the change would be negligible). 
SECTION 6: > ‘Pursuant to/I.¢C..6-1.1-12.1, it is 
hereby determined that the deduction from the assessed value 
of the new construction (or rehab) shall be for a period of 
5 years. 

SECTION 7. The benefits described in the
